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By design, combination squares with sliding 
blades involve moving parts—and moving parts 
wear. Typically, the steel blade of a quality 
combination square is hardened to a Rockwell C 
scale reading anywhere between 58-63. By 
comparison, gray cast iron, a very common 
material for the square head, is anywhere 
between 38-48 on the same scale, depending 
on alloy content and heat treating. This is a 
substantial difference in hardness! Over time, the 
square head will erode from the blade movement 
across the cast reference surface (see Figure 1). 

Like most abrasive erosion, this wear occurs at the 
edges first, creating a "rockered" surface that is 
extremely problematic for a reference layout tool. 

The logical question at this juncture is, what 
does “over time" mean? Our tests, on a brand 
new combination square from a highly respected 
manufacturer, indicated that the 90° reference 
changed with less than sixty full length blade 
adjustments! It was minute, but continued to 
worsen and we became focused on addressing 
this issue in our own efforts. 


A Brief History of a Remarkable Invention 


» n May 6,1879, Leroy S. Starrett received 
from the patent office of the United States 
government, patent number 215,024 for a 
try-square. Unlike previous versions, this square 
contained an adjustable, graduated blade, a 
level, and a small scribe; it is one of the most 
brilliantly conceived layout tools in history. 

Not only did this tool provide a ready reference 
for ninety and forty-five degrees, but it was 
also a depth gage, hook rule and a rudimentary 
level. As with all venerable designs, patent 
number 215,024 surpassed the test of time, 
and was one of the superior ideas that built 
the L.S. Starrett Company. Founded in 1880, 
the renowned L.S. Starrett Company continues 
to occupy an exalted position in the metal 
working industry today. 


Over one hundred and ten years later, long 
after the original patent expired, Mr. Starrett's 
combination square design is sold in almost 
every hardware store across the world. Also 
found in the shops of amateur and professional 


alike, it is truly one of the most popular tools 
ever produced, its original form unchanged. 

Bridge City Tool Works is pleased to introduce 
the first new version of this basic design in over 
a century! Before describing the merits of our 
latest creation, I would like to share with you the 
process through which we arrived at its form. 


Accuracy 


In recent history we have produced and sold 
over 100,000 try squares! Our commitment to 
accuracy in all of our squares has precluded us 
from introducing a combination square design 
for the following reason... 

Although there are numerous companies that 
manufacture combination squares today, only 
the precision versions have a tolerance which 
we believe is necessary for quality bench wood¬ 
working. Accuracy you can trust. Unfortunately, 
our research of previous efforts indicated a 
problem with all combination squares 
maintaining accuracy over time. 
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Fig. 1 Wear almost invariably occurs at the edges 
first. Here is what happens when a hardened blade 
slides over a softer cast seat. Over time, the result is 
a tool with unpredictable accuracy. *Note the eroded 
reference that the blade must seat against when 
tightened. 

Customer Feedback 

Additional concerns regarding a combination 
square design from Bridge City Tool Works 
were voiced from our Founder's Circle Tool 
Club members. To summarize... 

1. Regarding the level found in current versions, 
the majority of the respondents were adamant 
about eliminating it from our design. The reasons 
centered around a common theme, “Why pay for 
something that is never used, or is questionable 
functionally?" Our research confirmed the 
comments of one customer who stated; “...the 
level in a combination square is great if you're 
building a fence. People who purchase Bridge 
City tools have other tools for this purpose, put 
your energy into creating a great square with a 
sliding blade that stays accurate." 

The scribe evoked a similar sentiment. Like our 
focus group, we believe the small scribe is of 
limited use, often lost because of its diminutive 
size. As a result, it is not found on our version of 
this important shop aid. 

2. Almost universally, our focus group suggested 
that our combination square should “look and feel 
like it came from Bridge City". These comments 
reflect the fact that we typically manufacture from 
copper based alloys, primarily brass, and wood. It 
became apparent from these comments that one 
of the essential “functions" of our tools, in the 
eyes of our customers, is “inspiration" as well as 
accuracy. Appearance, accuracy, and quality of 
manufacture are equally important. With this in 
mind, we set off to work. 

About Our Design 

With a commitment to accuracy and our 
traditional “look and feel" thoroughly addressed, 
We are pleased to introduce the CS-12 
COMBINATION SQUARE, the newest edition in our 
ever growing family of precision tools. 


To ensure accuracy between the blade and the 
square head over time, we have recessed two 
steel friction pads into each CS-12 COMBINATION 
SQUARE head that come much closer to the 
hardness of the steel blade. This allows us to 
use brass, which does not rust in humid 
environments. This tool maintains accuracy 
as well as a very unique appearance. 

The Blade 

Each CS-12 blade is 12" in length and is satin- 
chromed for excellent “readability". 

Graduations are both english and metric. It is an 
attractive and accurate blade for generations to 
appreciate. 

The Square Head 

Precision milled work surfaces assist the 
function of maintaining the accuracy you 
expect from Bridge City Tool Works. The solid 
brass square head, inlaid with two precise Juara™ 
wood infills on each side, is the heart of the CS- 
12. Capturing the warm combination of wood 
and brass, this component is an inspiration as 
well as an accurately machined reference (within 
.002" on both the 90 and 45 degree legs of the 
tool). The grace, dignity and simplicity of the

Additionally, our trammel bar design allows for 
multiple bars to be fastened together for very 
large arcs and circles. 


D ur recommendation is to scribe using the 
hardened steel points. They leave a very 
sharp, crisp line. Should you need a pencil 
mark, it's very easy to convert one point. Loosen 
the collet nut on one trammel head, pull out the 
steel scribe and insert a pencil of similar length. 

The PT-l PRECISION TRAMMEL initially needs to 
be calibrated in order to use the inset rule. Let's 
say one year from now, you decide to hone one 
of the points. It is entirely feasible 
that you will not keep the point 
exactly dead center along the 
center axis of the scribe. This 
process takes less than one minute. 

Here's how it's done... 


The PT-l PRECISION TRAMMEL SET is a special tool.

The trammel head without the 
cursor (or window) is always the 
Pivot Trammel. The trammel 
with the cursor is the Scribing 
Trammel. Loosen both trammel 
points. Lock the scribing trammel 
head at exactly four inches on the 
trammel bar rule. Now place this 
point on the five inch mark of any 
good rule. Slide the pivot trammel 
point to exactly the one inch mark 
on your rule and lock in place. 


You have just calibrated the trammel points 
by setting them exactly four inches apart (This 
technique avoids using the end of the rule, 
which is bad practice). As long as you do not 
change the pivot trammel setting, all future 
settings of the scribing trammel are accurate. 
Anytime you sharpen the points, use a pencil, 
or change the pivot point setting, you will need 
to recalibrate the scribing point if you wish to 
use the trammel rule. 


F or extremely accurate work, you will need to 
minutely adjust the scribing trammel. Simply 
adjust the scribing point using the rule as a 
guide. It is very easy to adjust this head in Vm" 
or .5mm increments. Loosen the pivot trammel 
slightly and nudge the trammel head forward 
with your thumb until the point is exactly where 
you want it. Unless you are working on the 
Hubbell Space Telescope, you will never need this 
kind of accuracy in wood. 


Tables, chairs, wheels, graphics, 
and geometry development, 
including; pentagons, hexagons, 
and octagons, are all vastly easier 
with a trammel set. You can also 
use a trammel to check the 
accuracy of a glued-up carcase. 
The PT-l PRECISION TRAMMEL SET 
can be a very effective way to 
accurately determine case 
squareness during assembly. 
Remember, measurements across 
diagonal comers in any square or 
rectangular shape will be the same 
only if the comers are square.

Should you desire to check the accuracy of the top vial to the sole (and you should periodically), follow 
this simple process. It just takes a couple of minutes. 

• Set the tool on a relatively level, stable and flat surface (a jointer table works great). 

• Note the bubble reading. 

• Rotate the tool 180 degrees and note that reading. 

• If your tool is accurately adjusted, the readings will be the same. 

• If not, simply adjust one of the socket head screws with a 3/32" hex key until you have achieved 
your objective. 



A NOTE ABOUT 
BUBBLE VIALS 

I he vast majority of all consumer levels 
sold today use straight plastic vials. This 
creates a serious accuracy problem that far 
outweighs the "unbreakable" nature of plastic; 
the main marketing point. Vial breakage is not 
an issue when the tool has a lifetime warranty. 

In order to create an accurate vial, there must be 
some way of "trapping" the bubble in the center 
of the vial. This allows the user to determine 
minute changes in level without the bubble riding 
off to one end. Accurate antique levels employed 
a curved glass vial for this purpose. A straight 
plastic tube, although unbreakable, runs counter 
to the accuracy expectations of the most casual 
user, unless "unbreakability" is the only criteria. 

Today, precision vials are made from straight 
glass tube. And unlike plastic tube vials, the 
modern glass tube vial is internally ground to 
create a very precise arc, known as a barrel 
radius. This arc serves the same purpose as 
curved tube. Think of the barrel radius in a vial 
as a bubble "speed bump." 

"Spirit levels" are so named because of the 
low viscosity of many anhydrous liquids, such 
as ether alcohol, which are used. Many levels 
in the marketplace today use coloring agents 
to aid in readability. However, the addition of 
color increases the viscosity and contributes 
additional friction that the bubble must 
overcome. The most accurate vials use clear 
ether alcohol as the liquid. 

An accurate bubble vial must be calibrated. 

This includes sizing the bubble and precisely 
locating and identifying the internal barrel radius. 
Once the bubble is sized and the barrel radius 
identified, calibration marks are baked on 
the outside of the vial wall This process is 
painstakingly done by hand. The finished effort 
is a vial with a tolerance of 300 seconds on a 
2mm scale ±30 seconds.

All remaining settings were plus or 
minus .001". Here's how it works: each end of the Paralok is connected to the other through a closed loop of aircraft cable, like a drafting parallel, one end 
cannot move without the other. The locking mechanism does not tension the fence, it pinches the front and back rail with over 750 pounds of force! There 
is no flex whatsoever at the rear of this fence. Fence removal is a brainless 15 second chore with no loss of accuracy when reinstalling. Combined with my 
Forrest blade, this ol' Walker-Turner is as accurate as anything you could ever want or need.
